Therefore, in order to avoid the obvious pitfalls, I will confine 
my statements to philosophical views rather than to career milestones. 

Since I prefer to let the painted word speak for me I will attempt to shed 
light on what has always been an intensely private pursuit of artistic expres¬ 
sion. 


At a very early age during my elementary school years I felt the pro¬ 
found influence of an art teacher. It was due to her encouragement that the 
process of my artistic development began with a life long passion to draw 
the human figure. After formal art studies at the Cleveland Institute of 
Art and subsequently at Ohio University, I chose marriage and family as a 
priority thereby causing a tenporary interruption in my progression. How¬ 
ever, vdiat appeared to be a slowing in the process of career, in fact, en¬ 
hanced the maturity and understanding of my approach to painting and the 
creative process. The mental accumulation of visual information represented 
a period of gestation which was to serve me well in the future. The inevita¬ 
bility of continuing formal study and training was thus formed and, at the 
age of 34, I enrolled at Kent State University. The pent rp artistic energy 
v4iich had spawned throughout the formative years at last found an outlet in 
the environment at Kent State University. Through the late years of the 60's 
and through the 70's my appetite for making art was nurtured by the academic 
input. 

The act of painting, for me, has beccane a very solitary, soul searching 
quest for an aesthetic ideal. The struggle of leaving home each day to follow 
the challen^ of "SPINNING GOLD" on the canvasses of my studio is often overwhelm¬ 
ing. However, I always return to the work at hand, secure in the knowledge that 
perseverance will produce the illusive imagery (and the gold will be spun)! 

It is my belief that ART is the creative reflection of one's life and that the 
two are inseparable. Frcm the journal of Paul Gauguin he articulated his thoughts 
about an unconpromising search for "TRUTH IN ART". 

"I believe in a 'Last Judgement' at which terrible punistifents 
will be meted out to all who have dared to traffic in sublime 
and pure art and all v4to have soiled and degraded it by their 
vulgarity and vile lust after material pleasures. I believe ‘ 
conversely the faithful disciples of great v/ill be blessed 
and wrapped in a perfumed and heavenly garment of sweet harmonies." 

This "ARTICLE OF FAITH" by Gauguin might seem out of touch with the current 
art scene but it reinforces my sincere belief in artistic integrity and the con- 
ramitant struggle to paint original statements of truth. I have become increas¬ 
ingly dependent on "PAINTING" as an equalizer, tranquilizer, an opiate vdiich 
gives my life a validity, and despite the associated frustrations interent in 
"SPINNING GOLD", I am forever "HOOKED".

STATEMENT 




Despite having a hi^ly developed sense of pictorial structure, I have tried to maintain 
a visionary Quality to ny paintings and a sense of awkwardness which comes with constat 
struggle and exploration. In an attenpt to gradually strip away i^ecessary^affectations 
and art-historical allusions, it has been possible for me to attain a childlike simplicity 
and unpretentious honesty in ny paintings. 

The salient characteristic of ny recent work is a rou^, uneven surface texture developed 
by layers of over - painting on which obscure images lurk and sometimes bleed throu^ to 
the top. This method of painting is dependent on an expressionist impulse and a kind of 
primitivistic automatism resulting in unpredictable shapes and images. 

The peeling back of sections of paint thus exposing forgotten marks trapped between the^ 
stratum of pigment is a way of reversing the paint build-up. All of this activity requires 
a hi^ degree of physical energy especially since nost of the canvases are large in scale. 

The drawing in the paintings is done with ny left hand since ny right-hand is^too educated 
in formal drawing concepts and has a way of making everything look slick, refined, polished. 
The left hand is more sincere, probing, and draws with an innocence which pleases me^^aesthet- 
ically. Perhaps this method of working represents a personal rejection of "head art", that 
is, the approach to painting which is cerebral and systematic in origin and seems to reject 
an intuitive response to art. It is ny wish to celebrate the humanness of painting as well 
as the vulnerable quality of a brush stroke as it unites pigment and canvas in a marriage 
of creative exq)ression. 

The need to clean up these rough and pitted surfaces of paint in order to make them suitable 
for gallery or museum exhibition is gone from my work and this attitude or position is 
compatible with the "bad drawing" quality of the imagery* In many ways the topographical 
anatomy of the canvas chronicles a visual record of months and sometimes years of work. 

The autobiographical content of my paintings seems obvious to me now even thou^ it may not 
be possible to identify the subject matter or the images while the piece is in process. ^ It 
is possible, however, to identify flashes of insist thrown off in the course of inprovising 
without bringing these thou^ts into full consciousness or conceiving of a consistent 
imagistic system. In this way I can create ny own private myths whose elusive meanings are 
inescapable from the pictorial language which is my own invention. 

The words of Paul Gau^in recorded in the Journal he wrote for his children eroress my own 
philosphy on art: 

"I believe in the Sanctity of the Soul and in the truth of Art, one and 
indivisible ... I believe that this Art has a devine source and lives 
in the hearts of all men who have been touched by the heavenly li^t; 

I believe that having once tasted the delicts of this great Art one is 
inescapably and forever dedicated to it and can never renounce it; I - 
believe that everyone, by means of it, can achieve bliss. I believe in 
a last Judgement at which terrible punishments will be meted out to all 
who have dared to traffic in sublime and pure Art and all who have sailed 
and degraded it by their vulgar and vile lust affcer material pleasures. 

I believe that conversely the faithful disciples of great Art will be 
blessed and that, wrapped in a perfumed and heavenly ^rment of sweet 
harmony, to be identified and dwell with it there forever."
